Staff which includes those persons entering by the DCI 
elevator. The ’’pink slips" for 1969 revealed no visits by 
Thomas C. Huston and the log for that year has been destroyed^ 
therefore, the Office of Security has no record of his visit 25X1A , 
in 1969.
